POLISH CATHOLIC / 


CHURCH IS BURNED 


Fire wan discovered In the Polish 


Catholic church about noon on Mon- 
day and notwithstanding the efforts 
of both fire companies the' building 
was practically consumed, only the 
four walls remaining- standing to 
mark the spot where only a few hours 
before was one of the nice buildings 
of the city one that had been erected 
at a cost of $30,000. 


Wiieu the lire was discovered it 


was in the basement arid at that time 
had made but little headway, and an 
alarm was immediately Bent In. It 
was apparently confined to the'base- 
ment, and as the only evidence of 
fire was the smoke that filled that 
part of the building it was not ex- 
pected that it would amount to much. 
When the flre companies arrived on 
the scene a few minntes later theflre 
was still in an'Incipient state, altho 
the basement was then so filled with 
smoke that it was Impossible for the 
men to remain in there for any length 
of time. 


Both companies were soon on the 


scene ot action, and four streams of 
water were soon in operation and as 
there was a good pressure, it was 
supposed by all that the flre would be 
subdued within a few minutes, but in 
spite of the heroic work by the flre 
laddies the tire continued to gain, 
and was soon scattered all thru tbe 
building, going under the floors and 
up between the partitions, so that 
with the means at hand it was im- 
possible to quench it. 
However, it 


was held in subjection to a certain 
extent so that it did not become so 
hot as it otherwise Would have done. 


The firemen kept at their work val- 


lently, but about two oclock the 
flames began to show thru the roof 
and it was apparent at that time that 
the building would be damaged so 
badly that it would probably be a 
total loss. It seemed to be impossi- 
ble to get water where It would do 
any good, for as soon as the flames 
were subdued In one place they would 
break out in another, and while the 
men were working on the outside 
the fire was gradually eating its' 
way on the interior, and the result 
was that the supports to the roof 
were gradually burned away ami this 
part of the building caved In and it 
was then merely a matter of keeping 
the Barnes under subjection as much 
as possible, as nothing would have 
been gained had they been extinguish- 
ed at once, 


The firemen were working upon 


the roof until a short time before it 
caved In, but got off before the fall 
came, which was a wise-move as 
nothing could have beep gained had 
they remained there until they were 
precipitated Into the flames, and they 
were only endangering their lives by 
remaining in the perilous position. 


The church was a brick structure 


that was built about twelve years 
ago, and beside the church, hart also 
rooms for school purposes. It cost 
the congregation about thirty thou- 
. sand dollars to erect, and as the was 
San insurance of only $11,000 on the 
building, the loss is a severe one to 
the Polish people who are interested 
in the matter, 


A high wind prevailed at the time 


of the fire and sparks from the burn- 
ing church set fire to several dwel- 
lings in that neighborhood, These 
were saved from destruction, how- 
ever, with the exception'of a small 
dwelling belonging to Mrs Julia. Szen- 
cek, located several blocks from the 
church, which had become so thoroly 
ignited before it was discovered that 
it could not be saved, This dwelling 
was a small one, the.loss being proba- 
bly eighteen hundred dollars, with an 
insurance of $1300, 


Everything considered, it Is proba- 


ble that the people in that vicinity 
were lucky in not sustaining more 
loss than they did, as many fires were 
started and were only extinguished 
by hard work by the firemen and cit- 
izens in that neighborhood,

SELECTION AND 


USE OF INCUBATOR 


Washington, D. C., May 19, — Users 


of incubators are given the following 
suggestions in a new free publication 
of the Department of Agriculture en- 
titled "Natural and Artificial Incu- 
bation of Hen's Eggs," (Farmers' 
Bulletin No. 585.) 


See that the incubator is running 


steadily at the desired temperature 
before tilling with eggs. Do not add 
fresh eggs to a tray containing eggs 
*hich are undergoing incubation. 


Turn the eggs twice daily after the 


tecond and until the nineteenth day. 
Cool the eggs once dally, according to 
thtj weather from the seventh to the 
nineteenth day. 


Turn the eggs before caring for the 


lamps. 


Attend *o the machine carefully at 


regu'ur hours. 


Keep the lamp and wick clean. 
Test the eggs on the seventh and 


fourteenth days. 


Uo not open tlie machine after the 


eighteenth day until the chickens are 
hatched. 


In setting up and operating an in- 


cubator follow the directions of 
the 


manufacturer. 
There are a large 


number of reliable American-made 
Incubators, but the Department can- 
not recommend any 'particular kind. 
It does advise, however, that poultry 
raisers select an incubator that has 
already give,n satisfaction in the 
vicinity where it is to be used. As 
the cost of the machine Is small com- 
pared with the eggs ft hatches, it is 
a good investment to get a well-con- 
structed incubator instead of a cheap 
one, 
which requires more attention 


and wears out quicker. The equip- 
ment of most incubators is so subject 
to change that particular lamps, regu- 
lators, etc., cannot be recommended. 
The lamp, however, should have a 
bowl large enough to hold enough oil 
to burn i>6 hours under average wea- 
ther conditions, should be easy to re- 
move and replace, should set abso- 
lutely tight in position, and be at a 
convenient height. 
Incubators Holding More Eggs Pre- 


ferable. 


An incubator holding GO eggs calls 


for as much time and care as one 
holding 360, and for ordinary use, 
a machine of at least 150 egg capacity 
seems most satisfactory. 
On those 


large farms that use individual lamp 
incubators, the machine usually holds 
from 3UO to 400 eggs, and a small 
machine is sometimes used for a pre- 
liminary test, the eggs being trans- 
ferred to the large incubator after 
the first or second test. 
Large ma- 


chines cost less in proportion to the 
number of eggs they hold than small- 
er ones. However, smaller machines 
are valuable under special conditions, 
as for preliminary testing. 


Chickens are more even in size 


when they are all hatched within a 
short time of each other than when 
the incubating period is extended 
over many weeks. Many poultrymen, 
therefore, believe that it pays to have 
an incubator large enough to hatch 
most of their stock in two, or at most 
three hatches. Much time in tend- 
ing to the incubators and broders 
is saved in this way. A fair estimate 
for ti poultry farm is to have the in- 
cubator hold a& many eggs as there 
are hens, provided that about one- 
half of the flock is to be renewed 
year!} and no outs;de hatching is 
carried on. 
Well- Ventilated Room for Incubator. 


A well-ventilated room which is 


not subject to great variations in 
temperature, should be selected for 
the incubator. If built above ground, 
the wall should be double and the en- 
tire building insulated. In sections 
that have a mild climate, machines 
may be operated in building with 
single walls, but a well insulated 
room is always preferable. 


Where only a few small machines 


are used they are generally run in 
a room or cellar of the house. Good 
results in hatching may be secured in 
cellars as well as in rooms, and these 
are more commonly used. Many of 
these cellars are provided with some 
system of ventilation beside windows 
muslin screens oa the windows often 
providing good ventilation without 
draft, and keeping the sun from shin- 
ing on the machines. Cement floors 
are easier to keep clean than dirt 
floors. Where the equipment is ex- 
tensive, a special cellar or house 
should be provided. 


How to Operate Machine, 


In setting up the machine, get ii 


perfectly level. Do not plane off the 
door if it sticks, until the machine 
has been heated up and thoroughly 
dried. 
Run the machine at about 


102 degrees F. for a day before put- 
ting in the eggs. Afterwards do not 
touch the regulator for several hours 
as it takes this time for the machine 
to come back to its regular tempera- 
ture. 
j 


The temperature 
should 
remain 


nearly even. Whan the bulb of the 
thermometer rests directly on the 
eggs the temperature is usually helc 
at 101% degrees to 102 degrees F, 
the first ween., 102 to 10- degrees - 
the second week, and 103 degrees F 
the last week; while a hanging ther- 
mometer is operated at about 102 to 
102fe degrees F. the first two weeks 
and 103 degrees F. the last week. 


The eggs tend to throw off more 


heat as they develop, so that occa- 
sionally the regulator needs to be 
changed slightly, but it should not be 
changed any more than is absolutely 
necessary. 
The temperature of the 


egg chamber may be lowered by low- 
ering the flame of the lamp in the 
middle of the day. Regulate the in- 
cub-tor before opening the door to 
tend to the eggs. 
Most operators 


tend to their machines two or three 
times daily. 


Causes of Poor Hatches. 


The cause of poor hatches is a 


much discussed question, which de- 
pends on a great variety of circum- 
stances. 
A poor hatch is more apt 


to be due to the condition of the 
eggs previous to hatching than to in- 
cubation, although improper handling 
of either factor will produce the same 
results. 
When eggs fail to hatch, 


see whether the breeding stock is 
kept under conditions which tend to 
produce strong, fertile germs in the 
eggs, if the eggs have been handled 
properly before incubation, and whe- 
ther the conditions were right during 
incubation, as judged by the time of 
the hatch. 


A daily temperature record should 


be kept of each machine. The opera- 
tor can thus compare the temperature 
at which the machines have been 
kept, which may prove valuable in 
the future work, especially if the 


brooder records can t>e cheeked back 
against those of the incubator. 


Every poultry raiser who contem- 


plates setting up an Incubator is ad- 
vised to write for the new bulletin, 
to the United States Departnjswt of 
Agriculture, 
Washington, 
D." C. 


Among other details it has para- 
graphs on moisture and ventilation, 
:esting eggs, and disinfecting and 
storing incubators.

Saturday, May 16, has been set aside 
as "rooster day" in Kentucky and 
Tennessee, when every poultry dealer 
in these states has agreed to pay the 
same- price for roosters as .thay do 
for hens and pullets." 


The department estimates that one- 


third of the tremendous annual loss 
of eggs Is due to the rooster. On May 
15, the school authorities of the ci- 
ties, counties, and towns of Kentucky 
and Tennessee have been requested 
to announce ".rooster day" to their 
scholars. 
It is expected U will be 


observed. 
Other states will follow,, 


and "rooster day" will be established 
generally. 


The department advises that on 


May 1 all roosters be either "killed, 
sold, or confined until December 1."

Yet these same peop.e 
who are patronizing the mail order 
houses often claim they, do so be- 
cause the country merchant is nuk- 
ing too big a profit and is getting 
rich too fast. 
If they only knew 


it one of these city f-ellows spend fool- 
ishly each year more • money than 
the average merchant makes in a 
..ozeii years, and thinks mothing of 
it. They are making just as big a 
profit as any of the merchants, but 
they do it on articles that the gen- 
eral public cannot see how it is done, 
giving a low price on staples that al- 
most any man knows the value of,, 
and thus leading the public to be- 
lieve that everything is sold In pro- 
portion. The larger volume of busi- 
ness a merchant does, the cheaper 
he is enabled to sell, and many a 
country merchant would be willing 
to g've his customers the benefit if 
he got anywhere near the trade he 
was entitled to. There is one thing 
certain, and that is that the money 
that goes to-the mail order house is 
lost to the community and that it 
will never help to pay taxes or any 
at the expenses of the community 
in which it is produced, like that 
which goes to the country merchant. 
When you do your money up and 
send it away to the city you have 
seen the last of it, and the communi- 
ty"is just that much poorer.

1 Received State Vlumbing Code. 


City Clerk Brown recently receiv- 


ed a copy of the Wisconsin state 
plumbing code issued -by the state 
board of health In accordance with 
a statute passed at the last session of 


effective Octo- 
the legislature. 


The law became 


bei- last, and at that time stringent 
laws for plumbing were made effect- 
ive here. The board of public works 
has had 'the matter in charge. 
The 


law requires that licenses shall be 
required by all plumbers of the flrst, 
second and third class cities, includ- 
ing all cities with 5/000 or more 
people. 
Cities of the ^classes men- 


tioned must elect through their board 
of public works, or their board of 
health one or more Inspectors of 
plumbing 
who 
shall 
inspect 
all 


plumbing iii their respective juris- 
diction and enforce the provisions of 
the state plumbing code. 


The state plumbing act shall not 


be construed to deny the right to any 
local governing body having juris- 
diction to adopt and enforce addi- 
tional plumbing rules and regula- 
tions governing plumbing, drainage, 
sewerage, and plumbing ventilation 
not Inconsistent with the provisions 
of the acts or the rules and regu- 
lations prescribed by the state board 
of health. . 


The Grand Rapids Plumbing Or- 


dinance .will probably be compared 
with the state code bo determine whe- 
ther any provisions are in conflict and 
necessary-of amendment or elimina- 
tion. 


It is quite probable that the board 


of public works w'll elect an in- 
spector within a short time to be in 
harmony with the state ruling.

'When the stucco facing was cleared 
from the brick the 'arms of the great 
cardinal,

in 
stone, were 


brought to view 
Although Wolsey 


probablj built Whitehall palace, York 
place was standing 300 years before 
hifa time and had been occupied in suc- 
cession by 17 archbishops of York 


The wine vault was situated imme- 


diately behind the great hall. When 
Henry VIII seized the palace It be- 
longed to the see of York, and was 
a place of sumptuous magnificence. 
Its buildings and gardens covered 
three acres, and from the stairs upon 
the nver Wolsej entered his barge 
and was rowed to Esher after his dis- 
grace 
Henry, as soon as he got the 


palace, changed its name to York 
place 
In 1G98 fire burned through all 


of the buildings above ground, and 
subsequent 
excavations 
have 
de- 


stroyed all below tho surface except 
the cardinal's wine cellar 


Country Can Now Boast of the High- 


est Degree of Liberty Ever 


Enjoyed by Any Nation 


in the World. 


As far back as reliable history car- 


ries us the countries of Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden have been in- 
habited by people W Germanic stock, 
with the exception of the extreme 
north, where Finns have lived as nom- 
ads from time immemorial. 


Until about nine hundred years ago 


the people of the north spoke prac- 
tically the same language, generally 
known as Old Norse. Before the year 
800 they were divided between a num- 
ber of petty kings 
When King Har- 


ald Haarfagre (Fairhaired) united the 
various domains Into one kingdom, in 
872, it is said that he could boast that 
he had subdued 31 petty kings, Den- 
mark became one kingdom under the 
powerful Gona the Old, about the 
year 900 Almost at the same time 
large parts of the present Sweden 
were subdued by kings of the YngMn- 
ga family. 


In modern times the people of the 


North are generally called Scandina- 
vians 
This appellation Is derived 


from the name of the southernmost 
portion ot Sweden, now called Skane, 
which Is sometimes Latinized into 
Scania or Scandia. 
An English lin- 


guist suggested "Scandian" for Scan- 
dinavian, but he has found few fol- 
lowers 


Attempts to Unite Countries. 


For more than nine hundred years 


attempts have been made time and 
again to eliminate one or two of the 
three Scandinavian kingdoms Their 
Inhabitants are of the same stock, 
their languages are so much alike that 
they can easily understand each, other 
and their religion Is the same. The 
argument has been—why not unite 


ment of Queen Margreta aa a means 
of molding public opinion In favor of 
reviving the Scandinavian union This 
plan was swept away, however, by the 
breaking up of the union of Swedea 
and Norway. 


Kalmar Union Dissolved. 


The Kalmar union experienced a 


checkered career. Tha Swedes broke 
away from It several times, but the 
final separation did not come until the 
time of the reformation. In 1520 King 
Kristiaft II was guilty of one of the 
most cruel deeds recorded In the an- 
nals of the North. After a successful 
war against his enemies In Sweden 
he had himself crowned king in Stock- 
holm 
He then had 82 of the leading 


men of the opposite party beheaded 
on the ground that they were "here-

under one government' But It Is a 
fact that these kingdoms have never 
been more completely separated from 
and independent of each other than 
they are today. 


For a penod of 434 yeai's Norway 


was ruled by Danish monarchs resid- 
ing in Copenhagen, and many were 
the Danes who predicted that in due 
time the two nations would be united. 
For another 91 years Norway was 
ruled by Swedish kings residing in 
.Stockholm. But Norway, deprived of 
a ruler, a national government and a 
legislature of her o\vn for 523 years, 
at this moment can boast of the high- 
est degree of liberty ever enjoyed by 
a nation 


As early as the year 1030 Norway 


was in such a condition that King 
Knut (or Canute, as he is known m 
English history) the Great, of Den- 
mark, sent his eon, Svem, to rule over 
the Norwegians as their king. This 
was tbe beginning of a aeries of dy- 
nastic entanglements with Denmark 
which have continued until today 
The present kings of Norway and 
Denmark are brothers. 


The last mate descendant of King 


Harald Haarfagre died in 1319. But 
a princess of that dynasty has mar- 
ried Duke Erik of Sweden, and 'their 
son, Magnus Eriksson, inherited the 
thrones of both Norway and Sweden 
The two countries remained under 
the same ruler from 1319 until 1371 


Scandinavian Countries United. 
This brings us to the period when 


the three Scandinavian countries were 
united under one luler To enter into 
the details of this union would take 
too much spaafc in a newspaper arti- 
cle 
Suffice it to say that King Olaf 


of Denmark inherited the throne of 
Norway in 1380, and the union of Den- 
mark and Norway is generally reck- 
oned from this date, although it was 
not until 1450 that a formal, agree- 
ment was made that the two countries 
should have the same king "for ever 
and ev-er* 


King Olaf died In 1387 
But the 


union was aot severed, for his mother 
wag Queen Margreta, by far 
the 


strongest and ablest woman ruler who 
ever 
lived 
In 
Scandinavia 
This 


woman has Justly been called "The 
Semiramls of the North." Upon the 
death of King Olaf, at the age of 
seventeen, she managed to have her 
cousin, Erik of Pommern, a lad only 
six years old, made king of Den- 
mark, Norway and Sweden 
He was 


crow ned at .Kalmar, Sweden, in 1397. 
Hence the union of the countries of 
the North IB kaown la history as the 
Kalmar union. This union has always 
been an inspiration to those who 
would like to see a united Scandina-

In the course of the next few days 
many other prominent Swedes in dif-

Swedes to a general uprising under 
the leadership of Gustaf Vasa, one of 
the ablest and noblest men known to 
the history of Sweden. Alter the 
most miraculous escapes he overcame 
the opposition and was made king of 
Sweden in 1523. This terminated the 
Danish rule in Sweden 
The reign 


of Gustaf Vasa, from 1523 to 1560, 
marks the beginning of the golden j 
age of Sweden 


Passing over a neriod of nearly 


three hundred years we come to the 
time of the Napoleonic wars, in which 
all of northern Europe was involved. 


In 1809 Sweden was forced to give 


up Finland to Russia 
This was a 


great loss. A year later Jean Berna- 
dotte, one of Napoleon's marshals, 
was made crown prince of Sweden, 
and changed his name to Karl Johan. 
The nominal king of Sweden, Karl 
XIII, was old and feeble, and Karl 
Johan soon became the real ruler of 
the country 
Napoleon and he were 


never very Cond of each other and In 
1812 Karl Johan had a meeting with 
the czar of Russia, the" arch enemy 
of Napoleon 
At this 
conference, 


which was held in AbD, Finland, an 
agreement was made that Karl Johan 
at the head of 30,000 Swedes, should 
join the fnemies of Napoleon, after 
which Denmark should' be compelled 
to cede Norway to Sweden 
England, 


Austria and Prussia also agreed to 
thJs bargain 
' 


Norway Ceded to Sweden. 


Napoleon was defeated in the great 


battle at Leipzig, m 1813, and Karl 
Johan followed up the agreement by 
turning against Denmark 
By the 


treaty of Kiel, January, 1814, King 
Fredrik of Denmark ceded Norway 
to Sweden, but iept Iceland, Green- 
land and the Faroe Islands, which 
had always belonged to Norway. 


Napoleon was crushed. 
Denmark 


was eliminated as a military power 
All of northern Europe endorsed the 
plan t>f having Norway ceded to Swe- 
den 
The Norwegians realized their 


position at once 
The country had 


been impoverished by wars, and the 
failure of the ,crops In 1S12 has no 
counterpart in the history of the coun 


thai p;ace There were lit men from 
all parts of tbe country. Jbt different 
classes of people were equitably rep- 
resented 
Tha new constitution was 


drawn up May 17, 1814. On the same 
day Krlstian August, a Danish prince 
who had held the position of "stat- 
holder" (regent) of Norway, was 
unanimously chosen king. 
On this 


occasion the chair was occupied to 
Prof. Georg Sverdrup, vhio was very 
prominent before and during the con 
rent ion 
After the election he made 


a speech In which he said. 


"G;d Protect Old Norway!" * 


"Again we have raised the ancient 


royal throne of Norway, from which 
Adelstens and Srorres ruled 
the 


country with wisdom and vigor. May 
God protect old Norway!" 


Two d'ays later the kin? and the 


members of tho convention were 
sworn to support the new constitu- 
tion. They formed a chain of brother- 
hood by linking hands 
While la this 


porl'ion they shouted. 


"United and true until the Dovre 


mountains fall'" 


The constitution adopted., was an 


admirab'e document 
Liberal use was 


made of the constitutions of the Unit- 
ed States and of France But so many 
ffatures had to be changed and adapt- 
ed to the peculiar circumstances that 
it was largely an original instrument. 


Sweden and Norway at War. 


Norway" was vls>ited in June of the 


same year by lepresentatives from 
the great powers of Europe, who de- 
manded the deposition of the new 
king. 
No satisfactory 
agreements 


cculd be reached and war was the 
outcoms. 
To speak of this war is 


almost impossible without offending 
either the Swedes or the Norwegians 
We shall cot try to settle this con- 
troversy, but hurry on to the final re- 
sults 
All parties agree on one point, 


namely, that the new Norwegian king 
was so afraid of blood spilling that 
time and again he ordered a retreat 
when his men were most eager for a

It Is also agreed that the 


Swedes had about 40,000 men and the 
Norwegians about 20,000 men in the 
field. The Swedes entered southeast- 
ern Norway, and made some head- 
way The garrison at Fredrikstad fort 
capitulated before a single man had 
been wounded 
Fort Frednksten was 


defended with great pluck. Karl Jo- 
han began to suspect that the powers 
would be of little real help to him in 
subduing Norway, and so he offered 
a compromise to the effect that the 
Norwegians could keep their consti- 
tution If they would drop their new 
king and elect Karl XIII of Sweden 
in his place. King Kristlan accepted 
this offer and opened the gates of 
Fort Fredrlksten to the Swedes The 
Norwegians were dismayed and Pro- 
fessor Sverdrup said to his king: 


"The Norwegfans complain not be- 


cause they have shed too much, but 


on this point. Finally the Norwegian 
cabinet resigned. 


Every sound-minded Norwegian felt 


that this was a most critical moment 
Instinctively the leading men turned 
to the storting, which Johan Sverdrup, 
the ablest statesman that Norway pro- 
duced In the nineteenth century, had 
called the 'aheet anchor In the dour 
of danger " The atortmg held a se- 
cret session June C, 1905, during 
which plans for the future were care- 
fully laid 


The next day, the historic seventh 


of June, wae bright and sunny. Peo- 
ple began to gather around the stort- 
ing building early in the morning. 
Tbe doors were opened at 10:30 
o'clock 
Every seat was occupied. 


Solemn silence reigned

Norway Declares Independence. , 
Prominent Norwegians met at Eids- 


vold February 16 and agreed to call 
a national convention for the purpose 
of drafting a constitution for Norway 
Sunday, February 25, was set aside as 
a day of prayer for the cause of inde- 
pendence, and the people were sworn 
to stake everything, even to sacrifice 
their lives, if need be 
A constitu- 


tional convention Wu.s called at Elds- 
void, which is located a few miles 
north of Krlstiania. The meetings 
were held on the second floor of the 
main building of the Iron works of 


Christian Mlchelsen, Premier of Nor- 


way, 1905, at the Time of the Disso- 
lution of the Union of Sweden and 
Norway.

The storting (legislature) convenec 


in Kristiania, October 7, 1814. King 
Kristlan Fredrlk resigned and let 
Kristiania October 10. He lived rath 
er quietly until he became King Kris 
tian VIII of Denmark in 1S39. Certain 
parts of the constitution were amend 
ed, and King Karl XIII of Sweden was 
elected king of Norway, November 4 


The kings of Norway and Sweden 


often found it difficult to satisfy both 
nations. The governments were sup 
posed to be independent of «ach other. 
But the two countries were so closely 
connected that the actions of one gov- 
ernment would be felt m the other. 
Consequently, there was a great deal 
of friction from time to time, to the 
early eighties matters grew much 
worse. 
The stortings amended the 


constitution so as to compel the' mem- 
bers of the cabinet to appear In the 
storting and explain and defend ita 
policy, it need be 
The constitution 


provided that if three 
successive 


stortings passed a certain bill it 
should become a law without being 
ratified by the king. It did not say 
anything about amendments to the 
constitution itself. Now the storting 
claimed that the amendment was a 
part of the constitution, having been 
passed by three successive stortings, 
while the king maintained that he had 
an "absolute veto" with regard to 
amendments to the constitution. The 
whole nation was aroused. The stort- 
ing was pitted squarely against the 
king and his Norwegian cabinet. The 
storting Impeached the cabinet, and, 
after a trial that lasted more than elx 
months, three members of the cabinet 
were fined $2,000 each, and the others 
were deposed 
The king still tried to 


thwart the will of the storting, but 
the opposition was so determined that 
he had to yield. 


Norwegian Cabinet Resigns. 


At the beginning of this century the 


Norwegians made a demand which 
finally broke up the union ot 1814. 
They wanted a separate consular serv- 
ice for Norway, chiefly in order to ad*- 
vance the particular commercial in- 
terests of Norway in foreign coun- 
tries. Negotiations were carried on 
for years, but the king and the gov- 
ernment of Sweden could never be 
induced to yield to the Norwegians

Swedea hardly realized what was go- 
ing on until the union was past his- 
tory. 


To show how poorly the Swedes 


understood the temper of the Norwe- 
gians it must be mentioned that they 
asked for a popular vote on the ques- 
tion 
A vote was taken in Norway 


August 13 and it was lound that 184 
votes had been cast In favor of the 
umon and 368,208 against it 


Both countiles sent thousands of 


soldiers to the boundary line ready 
for action on a few hours' notice. 
Meanwhile a joint committee met at 
Karlstad, Sweden, to settle the de- 
tails ot the disbOlution of the union. 


Norway abolished her nobility by 


an amendment to the constitution hi 
1821 
The nobility of Sweden were 


amious for war with Norway in T905, 
but the king was opposed to blood- 
shed and a large majority of the com' 
mon people o£ Sweden could see no 
reason for fighting the Norwegians. 


Falling in its attempt to obtain a 


king from Sweden the sterling pro 
ceeded to elect Prince Carl of Den- 
mark. This was the last act in the 
drama which put Norway on the foot 
ing of absolute Independence which 
she had not enjoyed since 1380.

First American "Editor."

torial articles prominent and to es- 
tablish the principle of editorial re- 
sponSibility distinct from that o£ in- 
dividual contributors. Under bis ed- 
itorship the Advertiser acquired wide 
Influence aa a Whig organ. Its influ- 
ence was given in 1820 against the 
Missouri bill and it was the first Jour- 
nal to suggest the immediate free col- 
onization of Kansas 
Mr. Hale was 


an early advocate of railroads in New 
England, and for 20 years he filled 
the 
presidency of tho Boston & 


Worcester 
railroad. 
He was the 


nephew and namesake of the cele- 
brated Capt. Nathan Hale, whom the 
British executed as a spy during the 
revolution. 


Sardanapalus Given Credit by His- 


torians for Foundation of An- 


cient City of Tarsus. 


An ancient legend tells us that Sar- 


danapalus was the founder of Tarsus 
while others ascribe that honor to 
Sennacherib, 
king of Nineveh, of 


whom the Bible record speaks. An 
•nteresting part of this legend about 
Sardanapalue, the last of the As- 
syrian kin^s, tells us that he recorded 


on his tomb near Anchiale, a record 
of having built a nearby city In one 
day, a feat surety worthy of any king, 
but the kings of those days, it must 
be remembered, took as much license 
with the record on tljeir tombs as any 
Munchausen who ever lived. 


We are also told that on this tomb 


was a statue of the king snapping his 
fingers, while this inscription was 
written beneath: "Sardanapalus, son 
of Anakyndaraxes, built Anchiale and 
Tarsus in one day. 
Eat, drink and 


play, for everything else it not worth 


this" (a snap of your finger). Whether 
this statute and Its inscription are 
purely mythical or not, the tradition 
was probably current In Paul's time, 
as his own words Indicate: 
"If after 


the manner of men I have fought with 
beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth 
It me If the dead rise not? Let us 
eat and drink, for tomorrow we die." 
What greater cont kst could there be 
than between the strenuous, manly, 
undaunted apostle and the voluptuous, 
blase king who was said to have 
r founded the city where hundreds of

for a residence which some other 
person owns. When there are more 
Americans who can afford to live in 
ancestral homes there will be less 
Industrial and social unrest—Pitts- 
burgh Leader. 


Why Mexicans Revolt. 


Milwaukee Journal: From the very 


beginning, Mexico's internal troubles 
have been caused by the fact that 
ownership of all the land has been 
monopolized by a very small num- 
ber of people, the Spanish aristocratic 
class, and by the struggles of the 
masses of her 
people 
to acquire 


land. 
The plain people of Mexico, 


those who have been and still ar/ 
struggling for ownership of the lanfl, 
are mostly descendants of the Aztecs, 
Toltecs, MIstecs and their allied races 
•who were subjugated to Cortez and 
his successors. 
These natives are 


those known as peons, a term that 
originally meant "farmhands," but 
which has come to mean serfs. 


The strength of the peons' desire, to 


acquire land, and the fierceness of 
their determination are demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that Mexico, since 
she won her independence in 1810, 
has been afflicted with internal war- 
fare three years out of every four. 
Always the struggle has been for 
possession of the land. The magni- 
tude of the great landed estates in 
Mexico 
seems 
utterly 
incredible. 


Two or three families virtually mon- 
opolize all the landxin states as large 
as Deleware, even In states almost as 
large as Wisconsin. 


There are several causes for the 


instability of Mexican government; 
one of these no doubt is the Ignor- 
ance of the masses. 
But is it not 


plain that even ILthese other causes 
did not exist Mexico could not pos- 
albly enjoy stable government so 
long as SO to 90 per cent of her 16,- 
000,000 of people were landless and 
yet land-hungry? 
Under a system 


which has reduced them to serfdom, 
deprived them of all opportunity'to 
improve their condition and bereft 
them of all hope of anything better 
than the life of a slave, is there any 
wonder that bitter discontent exist! 
everywhere among these people and 
breaks out in open revolt at frequent 
Intervals' 


In revolution lies the only hope of 


these people. From revolution they 
have nothing to lose while they do 
hav* everything to gain.

Every governor of the state 
for years, every senator, every con- 
gressman in a coal district, every 
judge, except in the few circuits not 
lying within the coal region, has 
been named and elected by the coal 
baronb. They dominate Democrats, 
Republican and Bull Moose parties 
alike, Their laws, some of which are 
just and liberal, are passed to save 
their faces.

titled "Natural and . Artificial Incu- 
bation of 'Hen's . Eggs," (Farmers 
Bulletin No. 685.) 
• 
See that the incubator is running 


steadily at the desired temperature 


' before tilling with-eggs.' Do not add 


fresh eggs to a tray containing..eggfa 
which are undergoing Incubation. 


Turn .the. eggs twice daily after the 


second and until the .nineteenth day 
Cool the eggs once dally, according to 
the weather from the seventh to'the 
nineteenth day. 


Turn the eggs before caring for the 


lamps. 
Attendee the machine carefully at 


regu'ar hours. 


.Keep the lamp and wick clean. 
Test the eggs on the seventh and 


fourteenth days. 


Do not open the machine after the 


eighteenth day until the chickens are 
hatched. 


In setting up and operating an In 


cubator follow the directions of 
the 


manufacturer. 
There are a large 


''number of reliable American-made 
Incubators, but the Department can- 
not recommend any'particular kind 
It does advise, however, that poultry 
raisers select an incubator that has 
already gtve,n satisfaction ;in the 
vicinity where it is to be used. 
As 


the cost of the machine Is small com- 
pared with the eggs It hatches, it is, 
a good -Investment to get a well-con- 
structed Incubator instead of a cheap 
one, 
which requires more attention 


und wears out quicker. The equip 
meat'of most incubators Is so subject 
to change that particular lamps, regu 
lators, etc;, cannot be recommended 
The lamp, however, \should- have i 
bowl large enough to hold enough oil 
to burn 06 hours under average wea- 
ther conditions, should be easy to re 
move and replace, should set abso 


• lutely tight in position, and be at a 


convenient height. 
Incubators Holding More Eggs Pro 


lei-able. 


An incubator holding GO eggs calls 


for'as much time and care as one 
holding 360, and for ordinary use 
a machine of at least 150 egg capacity 
seems most satisfactory. 
On those 


large farms that use individual lamp 
incubators, the machine usually holds 
from 300 to 400 eggs, and a small 
machine is sometimes used for a p're 
llmlnary test, the eggs being trans- 
ferred to the large incubator after 
the first or second test. Large ma- 
chines cost less in proportion to the 
number of eggs they hold than small- 
er ones. However, smaller machines 
are valuable under special conditions 
as for preliminary testing. 


Clftekens are more even in size 


when they are all hatched within a 
short time of each other than when 
the incubating period Is extended 
over many weeks. Many poultrymen, 
therefore, believe that it pays to have 
tin incubator large enough to- hatch 
most of thoir stock in two, or at most 
three hatches. 
Much time in tend- 


ing to the incubators and broders 
Is saved in this way. A fair estimate 
for a poultry farm is to have the in- 
cubator hold as many eggs as there 
are hens, provided that about one- 
half of the Hock is to be renewed 
yearly and( no outs'de^hatchlng is 
carried on. 
Woll-Veiitllutod Room for Incubator. 


A well-ventilated room which is 


not subject to great variations in 
temperature, should be selected for 
the incubator. If built above ground, 
the wall should' be double and the en- 
tire building insulated. 
In> sections 


thut have a mild climate, machines 
7iiay be operated in building with 
single walls, but a well insulated 
room is always preferable. 


Where only a few small machines 


are used they are generally run in 
a room or cellar of the house. Good 
results In hatching may be secured in 
cellars as well as in rooms, and these 
are more commonly used. Many of 
these collars are provided with some 
system of ventilation beside windows, 
muslin screens on the windows often 
providing good ventilation without 
draft, and keeping the sun from shin- 
ing on the machines. Cement floors 
are easier to keep clean than dirt 
floors. ' Where the equipment Is ex- 
tensive, a special cellar or house 
should be provided.- 


How to Opimite Machine. 


In. setting up the machine, get it 


perfectly levol. Do not plane off the 
door if it sticks, until the machine 
has been heated up" and' thoroughly 
dried. 
Run the machine at about 


102 degrees F. for a day before put- 
ting in the eggs. Afterwards do not 
touch the regulator for several hours 
as It takes this time for tho machine 
to come back to its regular tempera 
ture.

The 
temperature should 
remain 


nearly even. Whan the bulb of the 
thermometer rests directly on the 
eggs the temperature Is usually held 
at 101% degrees to'102 degrees F. 
the Qrst wee*., 102-to .10- degrees -•: 
the second week, and .103 degrees F. 
the last week; while a hanging ther- 


" mometer is operated at about 102 to 


102^2 degrees F. the first two weeks, 
und 103 degrees F. the last wee-k. 


The eggs tend to throw off more 


heat'as they develop, so that occa- 
sionally the regulator needs .to be 
changed slightly, but It should not be 
changed any more than is absolutely 
necessary. 
The temperature of the 


egg chamber may be lowered by low- 
ering the flame of the lamp in the 
middle of the day. Regulate the In- 
cub-tor before opening the door to 
tend to • the eggs. 
Most operators 


tend to their-machines two or three 
times daily. 


Causes of Poor Hutches. 
' 


- 
The cause of poor hatches Is a 


much discussed question, which de- 
pends on a great variety of circum- 
stances. 
A poor hatch Is more apt 


to be due to the condition of the 
eggs previous to hatching than -to in- 
cubation, although improper handling 
of either factor will produce the same 
results. 
When eggs fail to hatch,: 


see whether the breeding stock is 
kept under conditions which tend to 
produce strong, fertile germs In the 
eggs, if .the eggs have been.handled 
properly before incubation, and whe- 
ther the conditions were right during 
incubation, as judged by the time ;bf 
the hatch.

A daily temperature record should 


be kept of each machine. The opera- 
tor can thus compare the temperature 
at which the machines have been 
kept, which may prove valuable, in 
the future work, especially if the

strikers' tent colony. 


The two officers, who acted under 


orders of Major Hamrock on the day 
of the battle, swore that the battle was 
started by strikers, who fired upon 
the National Guardsmen. 


In his testimony Lieut. S J. Lamme, 


a phjsician of La Veta, Colo, who 
acted as aid to Major Hamrock during 
the battle, testified he carried orders 
from Major Hamrock to Capt. Edwin 
S Carson when that officer, with 40 
members of Troop A, arrived from 
Trinidad late in the afternoon. 


"The orders were," the witness said, 


"to advance down the tracks in the 
direction of the tent colony to the 
pumphouse, where the strikers were 
intrenched, and the Colorado and 
Southern 
bridge, and 
'smoke 
'em 


out'" 


Tliey also testified that Major Ham- 


rock was not In the immediate vicinity 
of the tent colony when the flre start- 
ed and that, in their estimation, the 
fire was started by an explosion of an 
overturned lamp and not by the state 
troops

two women and 11 children who lost

IS IUJUPPLIED 


Grounds at Trout Lake Have 


1,884,000 Trees. 


SPRING PLANTING IS STARTED 


Many Will Be Transplanted on the 


Permanent Forest Reserve—Sev- 


eral Private Forest Planta- 


tions In Wisconsin. 


Vadlaon.—A force of about 40 are 


now at work on the spring planting 
on the permanent state forest 
re- 


serves, according to State Forester E. 
M. Griffith. These are approximately 
1,884,000 trees In the Trout lake nur- 
sery, besides a very large amount of 
seeding stock. These are of the fol- 
lowing species: Norway pine, white 
pine, Sootch pine, western yellow pine, 
Norway spruce and Colorado blue 
spruce. 
The annual output of the 


Trout lake nursery will be 1,000,000 
trees,'and the annual output of the 
Tomahawk lake nursery will be 500,- 
000 trees. 


Of the 1,884,000 trees available for 


use this spring, about 600,000 will be 
planted on the permanent forest re- 
serves, 200,000 will be transplanted to 
the new Tomahawk lake 
nursery, 


about 450,000 will be used on the four 
state parks and several thousand will 
be sold at a reasonable price to private 
planters. Others will be transplanted 
this year and planted out in the field 
next year. 
' 


The output of the Trout lake nurs- 


ery will be largely used in state work, 
while the output of the Tomahawk 
lake nursery will be used to supply 
the needs of owners of private plan- 
tations. 
The transplanting work in 


the latter nursery vill furnish work to 
the patients ID the state camp for 
convalescent consumptives, which was 
provided for by the last legislature 
and which is located on forest reserve 
lands near Tomahawk lake. 


Considerable forest planting 
was 


done on the state reserves last year 
and this year the operations will be 
much larger. Where 'fires are kept 
out, wild land will grow up naturally 
to forests, but barren, burned-over 
tracks are being replanted and much 
of the earlier replanting work is be- 
ing done along lake shores that have 
been cut and burned over, BO as to re- 
store the beauty of these lake shores 
as vapidly as possible. 


A number of private forest planta- 


tions have been started In Wisconsin, 
and several will be started or en- 
larged this spring. . 


State's Cities Show Increase. 


Wisconsin is growing, "there can be 


no doubt about It. Most of the cities 
of the state are showing a gradual 
healthy growth, -while one or two are 
showing a sudden boom growth for a 
year or two and then stop for a while 
Others are just beginning to make per- 
ceptible gains in population, accord- 
Ing to estimates of population just 
made public by the bureau of the cen- 
sus at Washington. 


According to these statistics Wis- 


consin haa 510,804 square miles of land 
on which its population can increase. 
ThlB the state has done, for according 
to the census in 1900, the state had a 
population of 2,069,042, which had 
grown m 1910 to 2,333,'860, and by the 
1914 estimate of the census bureau 
had reached 2,446,716. 
The growth 


of the state, according to the detailed 
figures show a uniform gain of about 
27,009 a year. 


In the list of 24 cities Kenosha is the 


smallest in size while Stevens Point 
has the least population. The largest 
city In the state Is Superior, having 
23,400 acres as against 15,407 for Mil- 
waukee and 1,75? for Kenosha. 


In the following table the present 


estimated populations of Ashland, Ma- 
rinette and Stevens Point are the same 
as the census figures for 1910, as there 
has been a decrease in the population 
of these cities instead of an, increase 
and the bureau has not made an esti- 
mate of the present size of, the cities.

the winner draws $450 for each $1,000 
of the purse, thus getting $1,350 in 
the $3,000 classes, and $900 in 
the

Reason Why Natives, Even of Highest 


Rank, Are Not Admitted to Eng- 


lish Clubs In India. 


Discussing woman's status In India, 


a New York suffragette, on her re-

and thus, us the commission puts It, tr» 
elrlke a blow "at the annually-recur- 
ring evils of non-employment In the 
Untied Slalea." 


The chairman of the commission la 


Frank P. Walsh, who says lhat th« 
proposals are lenUllvo and that the 
commissioners would llko to receive 
criticisms and suggegllons from all 
who choose to offer Ihem. It Is pro- 
posed by leglslallon lo establish In 
Washington a notional bureau of la- 
bor exchange to he connected wllh tha 
deiiarlmeni of labor, of which William 
n \Vilson Is the secretary. It la pro- 
posed to have branch offices In ether 
oitios with n. clearing house In each 
for the dlstncl Immediately surrouiul- 
IIIK thiil nty, llie plan being to d!vi<]» 
'.be entire conniiy Inlo divisions. The 
legislation asked will ^ninowtr the bu- 
reau to establish and conducl free pub- 
lic employment offices. 


Labor Market Bulletins, 


One of tlio most Important services 


of the bureau if established will be to 
gather and distribute accurate lufor- 
mallon concerning Die labor market. 
iu different places In the United Slates. 
It Is the Intention If the proposal* get 
the for:u of law lo publish this Infor- 
mation In tho form of bulletins to be 
issued frequently and to bo given such 
circulation as lo make It available to 
every person who In In search of work 
and lo every employer who wants 
workmen 


It la proposed, and this feature of 


the plan the commission thinks wilt bo 
Inlereulliig lo the country, Hint ad- 
visory councils eball bo appointed for 
the national bureau and ono for each 
ot tho district <learin« houses. These 
councils will he composed of equal 
numbers of representallves of employ- 
cm and of employes and will nnsisl tho 
director In all matters pertaining to 
tho management, will aid In determin- 
ing policies and will see to it that tha 
bureau Is Impartial In disputes be- 
tween labor and capital, thus gaining 
for U the confidence of the public. It 
la the Intention to have the secretary 
of labor appoint the members of the 
district advisory councils. 


Tbe duties, powers and authority of 


the bureau will be to collect and fur- 
nish information regarding employer* 
and working people seeking employ- 
ment; to license, uupervUe, regulate 
and - Inspect private employment of- 
fices operating among the Ktates; to es- 
tablish and conduct free public em- 
ployment offices and also clearing 
houses for both public and private oN 
flees; to Improve tlio efficiency of pub- 
lic 
employment 
offices—municipal, 


state and federal; to make Investiga- 
tions of the work of local and state 
employment offices; and to make rules 
and regulations for tho management 
ot public employment offices and urge 
their adoption by local and state au- 
thorities. 


Every employment office conducted 


by the bureau would be required U> 
send a dally report of business to the 
clearing house of the district In which 
It was situated.
